Then it is impoffible to 
Reply t6 them, on this Subiect ; for the Ills they forefee 
are fill to come? So wecan only fuggeft a modeft Pro- 
bability, That no wife or crafty Politician would under 
take a compleat Piece of Iniquity, whilft they werd 
out of Power, and render’d incapable of finifhing the 
Contrivance.

State, efpecially among Levellers; they never meddié

When you Cueftion them aipon the Topick of Re- 
ligion, their Creed and Catechij/m confift of one grand 
Article ——= We are no Papijts For their Rule in 





‘Spiritvais is to eftablifh Nothing, but to admit or re- 


ject every Se&, according as they are for or againft them 
in Temporals.. This makes them the fole Arbitrators 
of Controverfy within their own Pale. They filence 
the Lowchurch Bifhops by the Presbyterians, who - reject 
Epifcopacy.; the Presbuerians by the Independents, who 
are againft all Synods; the Independents by the Quakers, 
who hokd an internal Government ; the Quakers by the 
Socinians, who make that. internal Governor to be meer 
Man ; the Socintans by the Deifts, who wre all Reve- 
dation, and the Deifis by the Free-Thinkers,. who queftion 
the very Being of a Gods Thus they confute their own 
Seéts by one another, wheneverthey defert them in Se- 
culars, and the True Church, by infulting its Members 
with the Names of Tory, High Flyer, Facobite, Perkimite, 
and the like; which are Marks they carry with them 
to the Church Door; there thruft them into People’s 
are and then give out They were found upon 
them. 

All their Warlike Mifmanagement, their Plundering, 
Robbing, and cutting of Throats, they juftify by very 
bold Ailertions, That they have Fought, and underftand a 
Sword : And when they defign to pick a Pocket; they 

retend to fhew Strange Things, and bid the honeft By- 
anders look up to the Roof of Wefminjfer-ball.

When the People are on their Side, then they muft 
be humour’d by the Government, which was ordain’d 
for their Sakes : Then their Addrefles are the Voice of 
God, and themfelves the Magazine of Power : But when 
the fame People declare againft them; they are The Mob, 
The Vulzar, Poor wifguided Wretches. A Majority is no 
Jonger of force ; and they give over the filly Cuftom 
of Telling Nofes. 

If at any. time they quore an Author, who writes 
= them, they do it in imperfect Fragments ; and 

1 ungeneroully Triumph over his s, when 
they have Maim’d and Difmember'd him. This way of 
Proceeding in Controverfie, however fhort and effe- 
ual, is not entirely their own Invention: For I have 
feen a Monkey, in lefs time, confute a Sage of the firft 
Order, by tearing bis Works to Pieces. 

_ They are great Boafiers of Learning with thofe of 
their own Sule, who are the only Criticks that will not 
call it in queftion: To thefe they dictate and prefcribe, 
with the moft abfolute Authority ; foreftal] their Judg- 
ment, awe their Senfes, and difpofé of their Faith at 
pleafure. Buc they are no lefs painful Profeffors of 
profound Ignorance in their Dealings with an Adverfa- 
xy: They cannot comprehend a Word he fays: His 
Metaphors they take literal, and his. literal Expreffions 
Metapburically : All Satyr is Menaoing, ahd they always 
ne a Hint by the Latitude of their own Malice and 

barity.

acts by Witnefles : And they make the Whigs incapable 
of Lying, and then put us to juftify tho honeft Gi itt... 
men, who have taken them in the very Act. This Piec, 
of Conduét is fupported by very good Principles: The, 
call it Treachery when they are found out ; and No May, 
Lies, ‘who is True to theif Intereft. 

Mention Power to them, Honours, Perquifites, aij 
Six Millions a Year ; chey prefently cry, They are jroy 
a Hercules, and have Fought math Succefs : Strip them of 
thefé, and then tell them of Religion; they are pre- 
feritly Cowards, ftruck with a Pannick, and afraid of 
Popery. They will not let us have a good Bargain 
cheap ; but muft be Brib’d to the Defence of our Faith 
at the Expence of Thirty Millions, and anather Revily. 
tion. So highly they value Religion, or Moncy! 

When you argue for the Landed Jntereff, they: call 
you an Enemy to Publick Credit : When you Treat for 
i goer of Trade, then our Alles muft not be

when they are difearded, to cry Fire, or proclaim pub-

Whatever they fay, is never to be Anfwered ; becauf 
they Print it over and over agaift, on purpofe to have 
the Jaf Word.
